Merchants' Handicap to Close for Entries Next 
Wednesday — This Week's Program Devised to 
Bring Out the Star Horses. 



New Orleans, I.a.. February C. — With a return of 
stable weather conditions horsemen at the Fair 
Grounds are preparing to give their better racers a 
strenuous course of preparation for their engage- 
ments, including the Merchants’ Handicap of $2,500 
added; the New Orleans Hotel Men’s Association 
Handicap of $4,000 guaranteed, and the New Or- 
leans Cup, with $2,000 added. Entries to the flrs;- 
nuuied race will close on Wednesday next, ten days 
before the time set for its decision. Weights are to 
bo announced five days prior to the running of the 
lace. Nominations are already coming in fast 
<<ud include every good racer at the track. The three 
tixtures are attracting considerable interest anl 
many of the stars that were brought here are being 
reserved especially to ran in them. Short Grass has 
begun training for them and Ed Crump, the star 
of John W. Schorr's establishment, is carded to 
make his initial New Orleans appearance tomorrow. 

Secretary McLennan lias arranged his program for 
this week with a view to getting out some of tin- 
stars in a sort of preliminary trial with the further 
view of getting them well seasoned for their strenu- 
ous contests ahead. The disagreeable weather that 
prevailed during the past week did not cut much 
ligure in the matter of attendance, the racing, 
however, suffered from the fact that the poorer 
grade of horses were given abundant opportunity. 
With u return to good track conditions catne a vast 
improvement in the racing and Saturday’s card 
could hardly lie improved on for a winter course. 

John W. Schorr increased liis winning margin 
over the other owners at the track last week and is 
now close to the $5,000 mark. Twenty-two owners 
have entered the $1,000 list and 103 owners have 
$300 or more to their credit. A remarkable feature 
to date is that such pretentious staldcs as those of 
R ; L. Raker and J. S. Tyree have failed to send a 
winner to the post. Jockey Koerner suffered a big 
slump in liis riding during the week, but is still 
at tbe top among the riders here with eighteen vic- 
tories. Then follow in order M. Garner. J. Kederis, 
J. Metcalf. W. Lillcy. O'. Van Dnsen. J. Hanover. 
J- Butwell, B. Amite ise, J. McTaggart and W.

Connelly, led the winter riding brigade last week, 
with a score of seven winning mounts to the credit 
of each. No other jockey and none riding at other 
tracks had more than four, those with this number 
beiug A. Pickens. M. Garner, G. Molesworth and 
li. Stearns. With twenty-live already to his credit. 
Taplin is the leader in number of races won and is 
riding in good form this year. A. Pickens Is ouly 
one mount behind him and might prove helpful to 
one of the big stables.

THE HEROD HORSE. 

Hamburg is the champion broodmare sire for 
1915. and tiie position held by Hamburg is but 
additional evidence of the extreme value of horses 
of Herod descent as the sires of great producing 
stud matrons. Only first money won is taken into 
consideration in the appended list, wnich is made up 
of five Herods, one Matchem and thirteen of 
Eclipse descent. In all the daughters o f nineteen 
stallions have produced the winners of $18,000 or 
upwards and of tbeke nineteen stallions seven are 
imported, two of purely European parentage and ten 
of which introduce one or more crosses of native 
blood. Every one of the native breds but Sir Dixon 
boasts one or more crosses of the Herod horse Lex- 
ington. Hamburg’s pride of place is. of course, 
attributable to the energies of Thunderer and 
Regret, and his daughter Adriana is responsible 
for two good ones in Coquette and Celandria and 
the beautifully-bred Golden Drop through Gillies, 
whose single victory netted him close to $6,000. 

Sir Dixon's thirty-seven winners won 132 races, 
ten less than the number cTedlted to Hamburg. 
There are recorded for Hanover, however, in Volume 
XI of the Stud Book, eighty-five mares, while Sir 
Dixon lias half a score less. 

Imported Meddler winds up the season a good 
fourth — 1 do not know if the horse is still alive — 
and Meddler is full of Herod blood. Next in order 
emnes Star Shoot, the only living stallion, whose 
name apears, both in the winning sire and winning 
broodmare sire lists. Moreover, Star Shoot has only 
twenty-five mares recorded, nine of which— includ- 
ing Star Cat. dam of Star Jasmine and Puss in 
Boots and Livonia, dam of The Finn — have produced 
twelve winners ot forty-three races. 

Kingston keeps the ball rolling for the house of 
Matchem and the high place of the Herod, Exile II., 
is remarkable for Exile has only seven mares to 
bis name, two of which. Forget and Winter, have 
produced three winners apiece, and, what is more. 
Forget is the dam of Borrow, the largest money 
earner of the season. ‘ 

Hindoo, which was foaled as far back as 1878. 
has done well and Domino's sure producing daughters 
give him a prominent place, and I atn not at all 
sure that Dominant, ont of Dominoes, was not the 
best colt shown last year. 

The position heid by Knight of the T ids tie Is 
eminently satisfactory, and the horse, to the best 
ot my knowledge and belief, is still in the land of 
the living. 

llayou d'Or’s prominence, as a broodmare sire, 
is nothing short of remarkable, for the youngest 
of the daughters of this famous Frenchman must 
now be twenty years of age. 

Facts are stubborn things. I have long since 
taken the stand that the surest way to meet with 
success in breeding race horses is the outcross aud 
balancing of the blood lines plan of mating and I 
think that the standing of the various stallions in 
tiie broodmare winning stallion list will go a long 
way towards bearing out my contention. Here is 
the list:

Havana. Cuba, February (1. — Tbe special race, 
run here Saturday, January 29. in which lmperator 
beat Iron Mask a bead, proved a stroug attruc 
tion and brought out one of tbe largest crowds 
that ever visited Oriental Park. lmperator' - 
victory aroused great enthusiasm and both horse 
and rider were received with great cheering at the 
conclusion of tiie race, lmperator is beiug trained 
by John Powers, who fitted Jack Atkin for some 
of liis best races. Senor Tolon is elated with the 
success of liis horse and it is understood that be 
contemplates gathering a good stable for next 
winter. There are several other rich Cubans, who 
are anxious to get into racing and it appears as 
if this will eventually develop into a good market 
for the thoroughbred. 

There is talk of another special race and. if the 
same horses meet again aud the distance is at 
three-quarters, they will have a hard time in beat- 
ing Iron Mask. As a matter of fact this horse 
should have heaten lmperator. He was in close 
quarters to the stretch turn, where he was pinched 
off. When Connelly brought him to the outside, in 
the final eighth, he closed up in game fashion and 
lmperator just lasted long enough to beat him. Iron 
Mask lias improved wonderfully in looks siuce last 
summer and is probably as good just now as lie ever 
was. Goldblatt, by the way, has had great success 
here. He las won twelve races, been second six 
times and third five times, with the horses he> 
brought on from Juarez. Cossack. First Degree and 
Charmeuse have won two races each and Obolus, 
White Crown, Sosius. Kris Kringle. Royal Interest 
and Othello one each. Ball Band finished tbiru 
once and Iron Mask second once. This was tiie 
latter’s only start. When Turner was suspended, 
Goldblatt obtained second call on D. Connelly. 

Cuba has certainly been a paradise for race goers 
this winter. Southern California never has equalled 
the climate it has had. 

Tbe officials of tbe local jockey club are provid- 
ing splendid sport for rave-goers. The races have 
been well contested and a majority of the finishes 
have been exceedingly close. The officials have 
been active. There has been no shirking on the 
part of any of them and each is lending his best 
efforts to help build up the sport here. Manager 
Brown has done his snare by giving the officials 
strong support and insisting that they shall not 
be hampered in any way. 

Several good prospects in the riding line have 
been developed here. The apprentice Ball is prob- 
ably the most promising, and. while lie is by uo 
means a finished rider, he appears to have in him 
the making of a good jockey. There are several 
scouts here on the lookout for promising jockeys, 
and they have evidently sent good reports out ru 
Ball for the lad’s contract lias already been trans- 
ferred by W. A. Carter to the Quincy Stable. Tap- 
lin. who is one of the best of the older boys, will 
cut away from his old employer. H. G. Bedwell. 
at the conclusion of the meeting. Taplin iins 
signed to ride for George Odom and he will report 
to the latter some time in March. 

Bedwell is pointing the best of his material for 
the early meetings in Maryland. Sir Edgar and 
Anita have been going along steadily. The latter 
had a set back a few days ago, but is in good 
condition again. Bedwell considers this filly one 
of tiie best race horses lie ever owned. Last fall 
she beat many of the best two year olds and. since 
iier retirement, she has spread out and thickened. 
It is Bedweli's intention to weed his string out 
during the winter aud pick up a few fresh horses 
in the spring. 

The stewards still have jockey Nicklaus’ case 
under investigation. The lad's riding of the sprinter 
Moncreif was unsatisfactory. Turner is still here, 
hoping, no doubt, that the stewards will give him 
a re-hearing. 

Tiie track is in splendid condition and next 
winter the going should lie even faster than it is 
this year. There is no better course in tiie world 
for seeing a race than Oriental Park. The track 
is about twenty feet lower than the grandstand, 
wbicii enables one to obtain an unobstructed view 
of the entire running of a race. Manager Brown 
is still improving the park. He contemplates erect- 
ing a handsome arch at the automobile entrance ot 
tbe boulevard leading from Camp Columbia to 
Oriental Park. The clubhouse patronage has in- 
creased wonderfuly this winter and there lias been 
some heavy play at tiie roulette wheel, faro aud 
hazard games. 

HOT SPRINGS MEETING SEEMS ASSURED. 

Business Men's League Announces Plans Complete 
for Opening About March 11. 

Hot Springs. Ark.. February 6. — The last detail 
to assure a race meeting in tiiis city, which will 
liegin about March 11 and continue for twenty-one 
days, was concluded yesterday by President Gus 
Strauss of tbe Business Men’s League over the 
long-distance telephone with tiie owners of the 
Ouklnwn track, who were in St. Louis. 

The league at noon accepted the proposition made 
by the track owners and agreed to post the sum 
stipulated liy Mr. Celia.

Ballet, etc. To this family trace four winners of 
the Kentucky Derby — Azra. Ben Brush, Riley an 1 
Regret— more winners of that event than has been 
produced by any other family in the stud book. This 
family lias also the unique distinction of producing 
the only two mares that ever won the American and 
Kentucky Derbys. 5Iodesty was the only mare that 
ever won the American Derby, and Regret Is the only 
mare that ever won the Kentucky Derby. The Derby- 
winning ancestors close up in Regret’s pedigree 
are Ben Brush. Riley and Modesty. So that by tile 
right of inheritance the unbeaten daughter of Broom- 
stick is entitled to wear the Derby crown and be 
proclaimed queen of her year. The dam of Regret 
is Jersey Lightning, daughter of Daisy F., and she 
out of 51odesty. The sire of Daisy F. was Riley, 
which won the Kentucky Derby for Edward Corrigan 
in 1890. Modesty was out of the noted Ballet, and 
the next dam. Balloon, was one of the most famous 
race mares of her day. winning at one time at a 
race meeting at Lexington four stakes in four consec- 
utive days. 

•‘Ben Brush, winner of the Kentucky Derby in 
1S9G, was the sire of Broomstick, which traces to 
Maria West through Parachute, sister to Bailoou. 
Revolver, by Revenue out of Balloon, that was 
owned for a number of years by J. D. Crouse of 
Chillicothe. Ohio, was a horse of high class, both as 
a race horse and as a sire. While he was at the 
head of a srnaU, private stud, and received only a 
limited number of mares at his court and only had 
meager opportunities, when the Revolvers went to 
(lie races they always brought some money back 
home, and they could stand as much hard campaign- 
ing as any lot of horses ever on the tnrf. They 
were a tough, vigorous breed. As a race horse 
Revolver was good enough to hold the record for 
one mile for a number of years, and the enterpris- 
ing and public-sprited owner of the principal hotel 
of the city had the record painted on the hotel sign 
in large, glaring letters, and the record stood until 
lowered by that great son of Vandal. Herzog, which 
was the iirst horse in the t'nited States to run a 
mile inside of 1:44. The |>eople of Chillicothe 
were always public-spirited and enthusiastic sup- 
porters of any legitimate enterprise that would at- 
tract attention and advertise their town. It was 
this same spirit that caused them to have a parade 
and celebration in honor of the black mare Imp, 
when she was brought home from a most success- 
ful season in the east. She had beaten every good 
horse, at one time or another, on the American 
turf that season, and was the acknowledged cham- 
pion and a popular favorite. Her brilliant per- 
formances did more than was ever done before by 
anyone, in any way, to make Chillicothe well known 
and famous. Her owner received letters of con- 
gratulations from strangers from as far away as 
the Philppine Islands. Therefore, when we arrived 
home with her the people wanted to give ns a royal 
reception and have an opportunity to see Imp on 
parade. Houses along the route of the parade and 
the carriages in line were decorated with Imp’s rac- 
ing colors, with the jockey in colors in the saddle 
and Imp. lead by her groom, preceded by a brass 
hand and followed by carriages filled with prominent 
citizens, including the mayor of the city and other 
enthusiastic admirers, paraded the principal streets 
of Chiilieothe amid the applause of the people. It 
was the first public reception ever given in honor 
of a race horse in America.’’

“One "f the most prominent American racing fam- 
ilies was brought again into the limelight when 
Harry Payne Whitney's great unbeaten filly Regret 
won the Kentucky 1 ter by at Louisville last spring." 
writes Charles Pressman, trainer of the famous mare 
Imp. “She comes in the maternal line from one of 
the most distinguished strictly old American fam- 
ilies in the stud book, tracing back to a mare by 
imported Fearnought, out of a mare by imported 
Janus, horses that were celebrated in American 
lacing at a period long before the revolutionary war: 
when Virginia was the home of the thoroughbred 
and the racing enthusiasts ami breeders of that state 
considered t lie Virginia race horse the peer of nut 
In the world, (li was dining this period that races 
were established at almost every town and consid- 
erable place in Virginia; when the inhabitants, al- 
most to a tnau, were devoted to this fascinatiug auJ 
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rational amusement: when all ranks and denomina- 
tions were fend of horses and gentlemen of fortune 
expended large sums on their studs, sparing no pains 
or trouble in imiMirting the best stock and improving 
the breed by judicious crossing.) A large percentage 
of the early settlers of Central Ohio were Virginia 
pioneers, in whom the love of the thoroughbred horse 
was an hereditary attribute, and they brought into 
Ohio at an early day many of the descendants ot 
these celebrated Virginia thoroughbreds. The family 
from .which Regret is descended is called the 'Maria 
IVest' family and has always been one of great 
merit. .Many of (he l>est race lairses ever bred in 
America belong to this family. Maria West was 
the dam of that great four mile-heat horse Wagner, 
the champion of his day; Fannv. Childe Harold, Mar- 
garet Wood, etc. Margaret Wood foaled Anna 
Travis. Star Davis. George Wood. Heraldry, etc. 
Heraldry foaled Parachute. Balloon, etc. Balloon 
was the dam of Revolver, Tile Banshee, True Blue, 
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
